As the hou se n av al committee 
took u p a $65,000,000 program for 
establishmen t or ex pan sion of 
12 n av al bases, Chairman Vin ­ 
son (D-Ga) said the pu blic wou ld 
be giv en fu ll in formation abou t 
proposed creation of an air base 
on the Pacific islan d of Gu am. 
The Gu am project is on e of 
the most con trov ersial defen se 
recommen dation s. Mr. Roosev elt 
said it did n ot n ecessarily mean 
fortification of the islan d, less 
than 1,500 miles from Toky o. 
Bu t Sen ator Ny e (R-ND), criti­ 
cizin g what he called lack of a 
defin ite foreign policy , in qu ired: 
“If it is on ly for defen se 
again st attack th at is in v olv ed in 
the 
presen t 
defen se 
project, 
what are we to make of the 
wish to start operation s lookin g 
to fortification of Gu am? 
“If this is bu t to afford larger 
preparation to defen d the Phil­ 
ippin es, then let me ask: How 
soon mu st we fortify still more 
islan ds to defen d Gu am?” 
Ny e also forecast a con gres­ 
sion al showdown on the qu es­ 
tion of rev okin g the Span ish 
arms embargo. Presiden t Roose­ 
v elt told reporters y esterday th at 
gov ern men t attorn ey s were try ­ 
in g to determin e whether he 
cou ld termin ate it withou t con ­ 
gression al action . He did n ot in ­ 
dicate whether he in ten ded to 
do so in case he is fou n d to hav e 
the power. 
A prompt decision also was 
ex pected on the resolu tion of 
Rep. Thomas (R-NJ) deman din g 
the impeachmen t of Secretary 
Perkin s becau se she has n ot de­ 
ported Harry Bridges, west coast 
CIO maritime leader. Miss Per­ 
kin s asked for an opportu n ity to 
testify before the hou se ju di­ 
ciary committee, which probably 
will con sider the resolu tion this 
week. 
Sen ator O’Mahon ey (D-Wy o), 
mean while, 
sou ght 
a 
sen ate 
“test” of the con stitu tion ality of 
the admin istration ’s reciprocal 
trade treaty program. He asked 
the sen ate to go on record as to 
its right to ratify su ch treaties 
before they become effectiv e. 
“An agreemen t between this 
cou n try an d an y other cou n try 
with respect to reciprocal tar­ 
iffs is a treaty an d u n der the 
con stitu tion is su bject to ratifi­ 
cation 
by 
the 
sen ate,” 
said 
O’Mahon ey . 
He 
recen tly 
has 
been at odds with the state de­ 
partm en t ov er his con ten tion 
that u n derstan din gs hav e been 
reached with other cou n tries be­ 
fore pu blic n egotiation s were 
open ed.

Has Mr. Jam es A. Farley , another aspirant, re­ 
signed as Postm aster General, or as Chairm an of 
the Democratic National Committee, or as C hair­ 
m an of the New York State Democratic Com­ 
m ittee? No, “Genial Jim ” has resigned nothing. 
The list m ight be continued. It just serv es to 
rem ind us tha t more than the Rio Grande sepa­ 
rates two good neighbors. Mex ico has been re­ 
garded as a nation of thiev es, but may be it’s all 
in the v iewpoint.

New York . 
Why ? Because it’s the modern 
artist, condemned by the totali­ 
tarian state as “degenerate,” who 
will bring his imagination and 
flex ibility to p roblems of cam­ 
ouflage, the way the Cubists did 
in the World War. 
Rattner ex p lains: 
“The modern artist uses color 
as color and form as form, re­ 
gardless of the object he is 
p ainting. The academic artist of 
the totalitarian state must p aint 
just what he sees. He p aints a 
nice healthy , juicy mother with 
hajf a dozen k ids—p rop aganda. 
He is too restricted to be equal to 
the emergencies of camouflage.” 
R attner whisk ed out a sk etch 
book to illustrate a few p rincip les 
of camouflage, learned from his 
ex p erience in the Toule sector 
and at Chateau Thierry . 
“This is a gun in an op en 
field.” He sk etched a gun and 
then scratched in the sun with 
three attenuated ray s. “Camou­ 
flage has to fool the camera as 
well as the ey e.

Chicago, Jan. 25 
(ZP) — Corn 
hoarding was p rev alent in the 
agricultural middle west today , 
stimulated by the increased flow 
of gov ernment corn loans. 
A cautious, watchful waiting 
mood was in v ogue among corn 
belt farmers and as a result the 
grain was scarce from a buy er’s 
standp oint. 
Money adv anced by the fed­ 
eral commodity lending agency 
and bank s in hundreds of com­ 
munities throughout the grain- 
liv estock area to induce p rodu­ 
cers to hold corn off the mark et 
for sev eral months sp urred the 
grain hoarding mov ement. 
Farmers eligible for loans — 
those who comp ly with acreage 
allotments designed to p rev ent 
accumulation of p rice dep ressing 
surp luses — were storing corn as 
collateral for loans. Producers 
not eligible for loans were hold­ 
ing their corn for better p rices 
in v iew of the technical scarcity . 
A message from a western Iowa 
elev ator man to the grain trade 
interests illustrated the situation. 
He said: 
“Here in the heart of the corn 
belt we hav e not been able to 
buy a bushel of corn. Eligible 
farmers are sealing and ex p ect 
to buy from the fellow who can’t 
seal. He, in turn, is holding with 
the ex p ectation of getting more 
than mark et p rice from the fel­ 
low who seals when the money 
comes.” 
In Chicago cash corn was quot­ 
ed on a p ar with the futures 
mark et. A month ago sp ot de­ 
liv ery corn was 4 or 5 cents be­ 
low future deliv ery corn. 
Grain men here estimated ap ­ 
p rox imately 125,000,000 bushels 
of 19 37 and 19 38 corn were un­ 
der gov ernment p adlock and 
that 300,000,000 to 400,000,000 
bushels may be tied up in this 
manner — unless p rices increase 
materially — until Aug. I when 
I the loans mature. Ap p rox imate­ 
ly $54,000,000 has been adv anced 
by the commodity credit corp or­ 
ation and by bank s on 19 38 corn 
alone and it was deemed lik ely 
total loans may reach $150,000,- 
000. 
Many farmers receiv ing loans 
hav e been buy ing corn elsewhere 
substantially below the loan v al­ 
uation of 57 cents in order to 
feed increased sup p lies of liv e­ 
stock . Normally the largest p or­ 
tion of a crop nev er leav es the 
farm but is consumed there. 
Last y ear, when p rices were 
substantially higher than now, 
p roducers sealed only 47,000,000 
bushels. In 19 33 some 270,000,- 
000 bushels were p laced in loan.
